The lacis ol the case are th eset'o lo u el Scott ad- 
dr«*sseil a letter to the President of the company, 
Mr. Thomson, and stated therein if the Board of 
Directors thoughi that their mtorests or the In­ 
terests of the road could be advanced by his re­ 
moval his resiguation would be lorthcomlng at 
unce. He U 1(1 not resign; he «Imply stated that 
he would, provhled the clamor and crash of 
the hour demauded it. The directors decided that 
Hitcruoun that no such sacritlce was needed, and 
unanimously voted their entire satisfaction of the 
inuuner In which all the duties of the Vice Presi­ 
dent bad been fulfilled.

stories could afiect them. There is no road in the 
United .states that has so firm a" footing. I know, 
in these times of exposnrc, when It has been dis­ 
covered that there has been intermingling often 
of private Interests with public moneys, there has 
been a general feeling of distrust engendered 
against all great corporations. Most absurd stories 
have been told about us. One of tne most absurd 
was that our company last week was so hard up 
that Mcculloch did not know what to do, and 
was closeted with me two nights in succession 
until half-jiaat two In the morning trying to devise 
some mean.s of rellei, when the fact of the matter 
really was we were both In Philadelphia at the 
time.” 
"Is the Pennsylvania road afTectod by the 
trouble.s of the Texas Pacific ?" 1 asked. 
“No, It Is not afiected by any complications of 
ouuide roads.” 
“Then 11 Colonel Tom Scott were to fail it would 
not aifcot the Pennsylvania Railroad in the leastr” 
“There is not the slightest probaolllry ol Mr. 
Scott’s falling. But if ne were to lull It could not 
afiect the road. All of Mr. hcoit’s outside specu- 
lati usaro separate from the trarsactlous ol the 
railroad, so 11 they all shtuilcl lall It luuld not afiect 
the railroad. ’ 
“Do you refer to thePcnnsylvt ila Railroad or 
the Pennsylvania Corjp.iny v ’

Is in no way involved in outside schemes, and the 
failure or success of any of Mr. Scott’s Western 
projects cannot afifect them, nor ihelr relations 
with Mr. Scott, further than it may impair his use­ 
fulness as director; second, that the assets of 
the road and the company are intact, and In iheir 
own hands; third, their net gams In business 
have been so enormous as to surpass belief. So 
large are they that none of the New York people 
would be able to beUeve them were the statem ents 
beiore them.” 
HOW THE BmORS ORlOINATED. 
Mr. Shaw went further and explained how these 
street rumors had o rig in a te d “Ten years ago 
roads, in buying their supplies, never paid cash. 
1 hey paid in bonds and long scrip. During the 
war times became better, and alter the war, ftom 
time paper being given, roads began to pay next 
month for what they had received the month pre­ 
vious. We have been paying cash for years since 
the war and have spoiled good people who had been 
lurnishing us supplies. When money became close 
we merely went back to asking time, when stories 
were immediately started upon the street that we 
were on the verge of bankruptcy. The result Is, 
wo have been paying oir our debts until to-day. I 
deiy any man to snow that we have outstanding 
claims amounting to over $200,000. That is our po­ 
sition. All the roads that cannot pay up their 
claims must, of course, go by the boaro. We were 
never in a firmer condition tban we are to-dav on 
account of our paid up claims.”

EESDMPIIOJ OF SPECIE PiTHEHTS. 


The Way the English Have Done It and the 
Way They Would Have America Do It. 


After stating that twe of the great mone­ 
tary conntries of the world werq suffering from an 
inconvertible paper currency the London BconouUiH 
of the 26th ult. observes that the conditions to the 
resumption of specie payments are the«e:— 
The difference of value oetwccn gold and 
paper ought to be so far reduced that no euurrnou.s 
amouut of paper will ntqulre to bo exchang^ed for 
gold when specie payments are resumed. If gold 
IB at a high premium, say 25 or 36 per 
cent, as compared with paper. It is plain 
tha.. as soon as the law says that gold 
must be given lor tho oaper on demand a very 
large nuinber of persons will wish to obtain to 
so considerable au advantage and to exchange me 
less valuable article for the more valuable, and It 
would be dlttlcnlt to accumulate snmctent specie 
to meet so formidable a demand. But Ü the pre­ 
mium on gold IS reduced to a small amount the 
amount of paper coming In for exchange will be 
small too, and the payment in gold of that small 
quantity ot paper will he enough to accomplish the 
desired effect and to equalize the value of the two. 
SeooiuX (and tnis does not need remark)—The 
bank or government which is about to pay In 
specie must have immediately ready In store as 
much 01 that specie as will he at ouce ueeded to 
pay the comparatively small anfbuut of paper 
which will so come in, 
T/iirtf—The banks or government must have In 
stock such a quantity of gold and silver as wili be 
necessary to secure the permanent convertibility 
01 paper into gold. It must provide not only lor 
tho momentous demand, which is sure at first to 
happen, in order to efface the slight premium on 
gold, but also lor further demands which In the 
course of time may be expected to happen. 
After explaining the physical difflcaltie.s to re- 
BumpUon tho Eomwrnm says:— 
When the Hank of Kngiand resumed specie pay­ 
ments under tho act of 1819 the first of these eun- 
dlitoDS was completely satisitod. The lollowmg

liabilities, Kvcii this reserve was In fact insumcleut, 
lor in 1826 the till of the Bans was found empty. 
In that year the convertibility of the note was pre­ 
served not by tho magnitude ol the store of coin 
aud bullion, but b, the happy belief oi the public 
that no SUCH store was needed. But the calamities 
01 1826 were mainly owing to mismuuagenicut 
after specie payments were resumed. 11 the re­ 
serve with which the Hank neguii specie payments 
in 1821 had been maintained in 1826, the paniu of 
that year would never have occurred. Tlie mis­ 
take was not in commenciug specie payments with 
an inadequate reserve, hut In afterwards neglect- 
Ing the reserve aud letting it dwindle. The re­ 
sumption of cash payments by the Bank was an 
operation fn Itself lalrly successful. 
In America the first condition Is not satisfied. 
Gold varies between 108 and llo, and if, with a 
premium of 8 to 10 specie payments were re.samcd, 
a large amount or gold might be required. Un­ 
scrupulous and combined operators are ready *o 
seize all advantages, and ihey would aggravate 
the situation. 
The premium on gold mnnt, in our Jndgment, bo 
still luriher reducert beiore specie payments can 
be safely recommended. In America It Is thonght 
t hat this panic, by the “slirlnKagc olvalues”—that 
Is, the reduction of prices which It has caused— 
has greatly Increased the facility for a return to 
8|>ecie pavmenis. But the (llmiiiutlon in the paper 
prices 01 articles other than gold Is no aid In effect­ 
ing this object; it Is by the amount of tne pre­ 
mium on gold in comparison with paper that 
Its safety 1.S to bo meiisuied; and, by destroying 
money “corners” and much vicioas speculation 
in gold, that panic has no doubt been a sensible 
help. The premium on gold, which had been un­ 
duly raised two or three per cent, has now been re­ 
duced to Its natural amount; but so long as that 
prcmituu still remains so high as it now is, the risk 
of a return to specie payments will be considerable. 
Nor are our seiRjud or third conditious satisfied. 
The store of gold now held by the Araertcaa gov- 
erument is altogether inadequate to the resump­ 
tion ol cash payments. The amouq,t of coin In the 
Treusurv is £16,966,000, and the actual legal amount 
ol greenbacks is £86,266,ikw, and this amonnt has 
Just been exceeded by the reissue, with contested 
legiiUtv, of greenbacks withdiawn irom circula­ 
tion. The specie 1« therelore Just a fourth part of 
tlie liability on the currency, an amount plainly In­ 
adequate to the burden ol so large a liability. 
Happily, however, the American government bas 
no dlfliculty in obtainmg any amount of gold which 
It may require. It receives its customs duties in 
gold, and these omuunl to mure than the Interest 
which It has to pay In gold. It has lor years sold 
geld regulany, and ha.s invested the proceeds In 
the pm chase of Its ow u honds. It has only to stop 
selling, and It will receive of necessity as much 
gold as It inav desire. In this way it may accumu­ 
late gradually a suttlcleut reserve In gold to meet 
the first demand consequent on resumption, wnile 
there Is any kind of premium on gold as compared 
with the paper, ana to meet also the permanent 
liability Involved in the promise to pay on demand 
80 many mllitons. The American governmeut has 
no dlfliculty In acciimuiatmg the gold; its onir 
dlfliculty IS the necessary aliuiuuttun of the pre­ 
mium on gold. 
France has not the facilities of America for 
amassing gold, and the Ecotiomist draws a con­ 
trast between the financial situation in either 
country. The writer concludes 
America would compete with us for the store of 
specie in the w orld; the present panic would have 
caused Influitciy greater demands on us if the cur­ 
ren.y hud beeu metallic, all other things bomg us 
they now are. Tne gold would not lUeu have been 
au article of mercliamlise. but a means of pht- 
ment. When the Ameilcan standard again con- 
slsis of gold we shall be always liable to have our 
supply ol gold interrupteu by her wauls, and even 
to have gold taken from London to supply tiieni. 
We may expect France to help ns in keeping the 
gold store of the world; it Is suitable to her char­ 
acter asa quiet, accumulaflng natiou ; but we cau- 
not expect America to do so. She Is the eouutry 
which surpasses all others lu the means of employ­ 
ing money aud in tne hardihood, not to say the 
recklessness, with which she uses them.

The bOBlness and financial situation in Boston, 
and. in fact. aU through Now England, la begin­ 
ning to assnme a grave and aenoua aspect. 
Where 
there were hope and confidence a week or um 
days ago there are now alarm and distrust, aud 
the 
merchants, 
m anufacturers and capitalists 
share alike with tne poor and laboring classes in 
lam enting the deplorable and threatening condi­ 
tion of airairs. When the cnsls was first precipi­ 
tated in New York it waa confidently hoped that 
the 111 consequences would be oonflned to the 
clr.Tes who were mainly responsible lor It; but 
those happy auticipations have, unfortunatety, not 
been realized. Un the other band, with winter 
directly beiore us. and alter partially recovering 
from a fire which In a single night destroyed a 
hundred million duUats’ worth of property, we nnd 
ourselves upon the brink of a terrible financial 
crista, of which no one can foresee the coiiso- 
qucnces or the end. It is now ju st a year since the 
terrible confiagrauon, aud, although very many of 
the elegant and costly structures then Uo-stroycd 
have been and are rapidly being rebuilt, it will yet 
be many years before the community mily recovers 
from the commercial drawback inflicted on that 
memorable night ot the 9th of November, This 
would have inevitably been the case, even In the 
absence of any unusual tiuancial embarras.smeut.3, 
but with the presence of a panic of the proportions 
of the present the precarlousncss ol the situation 
is Indeed deplorable to contémplate. Although it

Lowell has 500,000 spindles; this place has 
over 1,000.000, besides a vast num ber of looms. 
The capital invested In oriut works aud m auulac- 
tiires Is esUmatod at $27,000,000 and the num ber uf 
uands employed at 15,000. 
The populatiou this 
year Is reckoned at 40,000, so that It would appear 
that over a third belong to the oiierative class. 
The capital employed belongs almost wholly to 
Fall lUver. Many of the operatives have shares in 
the mills, and some have succeeded tn becoming 
mill owners. 
As a rule they are thrifty and sober, 
aud it 19 uo unusual thing among them to build 
and own tlio houses in which they live. 
THE PBKSENT DKPBBSSION 
is not looked upon with any leeling of apprehen­ 
sion by either the mill owners or the operatives.

It is likely we will hear no more of strikes among 
coal diggers fur some time to come, for, if the tru th 
was known, it is precious lew of them who are not 
perfectly sailsfled and willing to retu rn to the 
m ines at the price offered by the operators—four 
cents per bushel. There are a num ber of uiincs 
along the Monongahela River which have not sii.s- 
pcmied operations. Tli.sy are unaffected by striking 
workmen, and those employed there hud constant 
w ork the year round a t good wages. There are a 
g reat num ber of em pty coal barges moored to the 
different w harves th at should have long since been 
filled aud got in readiness lor moving to W estern 
citlea 
If the rivers should happen to become ice- 
bonnd before an o th er run of coal could be had 
those places of the West and .South depending on 
P ittsburg lor thetr snpplles of coal will oe put to a 
tr e a t inconvenience and a considerable expense.

The Pekm Mills, Bydnev J. isolms proprietor, are 
completely shut down. 'T his mill m anulaciurea 
woollen and cotton goods, and employs 17* hands. 
Archibald Campbell A Co.’s upper mill, which 
m anntactiires cotton fabrics, Is running about half 
the carding aud spinning departm ents on nine- 
hour time and the weaving departm ents on lull 
time. This establishm ent generally employs, when 
in full operation, 236 hands, 76 of whom have been 
discharged lor the present.

THE UBOR SITDATION. 


The Building Strike—Non-Society Men Refniing 
the Seduced Wages—The Workingmen’s 
Union-The Soap Mannfactnrers. 


Labor scored a slight advantage over capital in 
the building strike contest yesteruay. At half- 
p ast one o’clock the laborers and bricklayers on 
Blackledge’s job at Bank and Hudson streets, who 
were non-society men. knocked off work, refusing 
to proceed at the reduced wages which they bad 
accepted. Some of them a t once w ent to the 
bricklayer's headquarters and becam e m embers of 
the striking body. The first dem ur came from 
the hod earners, who wore only getting $2 a day, 
and their cause was directly espoused by the brick­ 
layers, who were to have $1 60. This success in 
the cen tre of the line was felt by the society to 
m ore than balance their check down town, where 
Messrs. ¡Smith A Froilgers, contractors for the 
W estern Union Telegraph building, p u t on a force 
ol nou-society laborers at the reduction, w ithout a 
regular force of bricklayers except a lew appren­ 
tices and special m en. 
From up town It was re. 
ported th at the only job employing non-societv 
m en is Dr. Hall's church, and th at there the brick­ 
laying Is costing the contractor more than If done 
by com petent men a t |6 p er day, owing to ttie In­ 
ferior character of the work, which, the society 
m en say, ought to be condemned by the city f-uper- 
in ten d en t of Buildings.

THE SOAP MANUFACTURERS. 


In this trad e there is evidently b at little depres­ 
sion. Mr. A. B. Simmonds, of Enoch M organ A 
Co., in Park place, said th at instead of discharging 
m en they had hired a good many new bands. Tbey 
employed about seventy-five men and had not a 
single ton of soap surplus. 
He thought the panic 
had scarcely affected the trade a t all, except in the 
single point of collections, which had been worse 
than they ever were before. 
He thought there 
were not 100 workmen em pljyed lu soap m anufac­ 
tories out of work, else they would have m ore ap­ 
plications for work. Most of their men earned 
about $12 a week, and some of them had four or 
five children to support, aud still they appeared to 
be happy. 
Mr. Colgate, of Colgate A Co.. In John street, said 
the prospects of the trade w ere very fair. They 
emploved 200 men, and had discharged hut few of 
them , but put m ost ol them on half or three-quar­ 
ter time. They had not sold much less than they 
did dnriDg the last year, but they thought fhev 
ought to have sold more, owing to their greatly 
Increasetl laclliiies. 
There was no difference in 
the prices as they were before the panic and as 
thev were now, as they had made their shrinkage 
before the panic. 
As the season advanced he 
thought there would b«- a deoided Im provement, 
although the trade during the w inter was gener­ 
ally diill. 
Brown washing soap and the finest 
grades of toilet soaps haa sold with com parative 
freedom, hut there had been a falling off in the 
lower grades of toilet soaps. Tho extreme.» had 
held their own. Collections, although tliej were 
not so goo<l as nsual, were not very much below 
the average. Tlie grocers, druggists, Ac., with 
whom they traded were, in Ihelr opinion, as sol­ 
vent as ever. 
Other m anufacturers of soap were also vl»lted, 
but their statem ents failed to shed aiiv ¡idditiouat 
light upon the subject. One of them thouirtit that 
there was great depression lu this branch of trade.

The th reaten in g s of a acvere winter which com 
with such dire im port to the poor are this year 
rendered m ore ominous by the alarming tightness 
ol money and a conhequent 
scarcity of work. 
Men who have never known absolute want before 
now see poverty and need staring them in the 
face. 
The thouaanda of poor waifs elbowed and 
shouldered out of the b etter walks of ttfc by tho 
closing of mills and the suapenaiou of factorlea see 
naught before them now but black despair. 11 tney 
have money they trem ble for the safety of the 
tiank 
which 
has 
It 
In 
its 
keeping. 
It 
Is onlv n atu ral th at men who have been thrown 
out of their regular em ploym ent In the trades with 
no prospect for another engagem ent should turn 
to the city lor assistance. 
The departm ents of the 
city governm ent give em ploym ent to a g reat num ­ 
ber of laboring men, and the ex te n t to which the 
municipality would be able to aid the poor has 
been a m atter of great concern. A to u r am ong Hie 
various ueparlm ents by H er a ld reportera dia- 
cloaed the ex act condition of affairs and gives a 
correct estim ate of the help which tho cltv is pre­ 
pared to offer. 
Tne Departm ent of Public Works could employ a 
great m any more men. 
There are always new 
streets to be opened and new grades to be regu­ 
lated. The lack of money la the g reat trouble. 
The aniagoniam existing between Commissioner 
Van Nort and Comptroller Green may have aome- 
w hat to do w ith It. 
The D epartm ent of Docks cannot increase Ita 
force during tne w inter m onths. The nature of the 
work to be done 1» such th at men cannot perform 
It In the season of Ice. The divers cannot work on 
the new piers when the w ater 1» a t the freezing 
point. 
The D epartm ent of Parks, like that of Public 
Works, finds Itself cram ped tor money. There Is 
plenty of work to be done If m en conld be hired for 
nothing and paid In promi.ses. 
President Wales Is 
evidently wlUIng but powerless to help the labor­ 
ing classes. 
The Couimlssioners ol Charity have taken active 
m easures to anticipate the w retchedness which a 
w ant of expenditure of money upon the parks and 
streets m ust entail. This Board Is preparing to 
handle a g reat char'ty in a business-like m anner. 


THE BOARD ~oF PU B L IC WORKS. 


Commissioner Van Nort, a t the head of the m ost 
im portant departm ent of th e city, 
received a 
HkRALi) reporter courteously and gave him the fol­ 
lowing Inform ation:— 
The com ptroller o( the city of New York is au­ 
thorized to raise $l,oon,ooo lor the use of the De­ 
partm ent of Pnbllc Works for the im provem entand 
regulation of the Riverside, M ornlngslde and the 
several other parks under the jurisdiction of the 
D epartm ent. 
Nothing has been done on these 
works during the current year from the fact th at 
I the Comptroller has not furnished the D epartm ent 
of Pubiic Works 
with money to carry on tne 
projected 
im provem ents.

no benefit, otving to the non-im provement of them. 
The work on the avenues bounding these parks 
was begun by the Commls.»loner of Public Works 
during tho year 1872, and was suspended on May l, 
1873, owing to the loct th at Mr. Hawkins, the cocn- 
sel representing the Comptroller a t Albany, pro­ 
cured the Insertion of an am endinent to the city 
charter which placed the m atter in d o u b t as to 
where the power was lodged to execute the work. 
Since tb at date no work has been done, and can­ 
not be nntil the ch arter Is relieved of this doubt­ 
ful clause. 
D I3CH AE01N 0 THB MEN. 
Even the cu rren t repairs which are absolutely 
necessary have to be abandoned ana men have 
been throw n o at of em ploym ent on account of the 
w rongheadedness—to put It m üdly—of Comptrol­ 
ler Green, Commissioner Van Nort baa just dis­ 
charged the m en employed on repairs of wooden 
and concrete navem ents to the num ber 01 57. and 
the m en doing 
the repairs aud hprlnkllng of 
country roads, num bering

A large force could have been employed d u r­ 
ing the whole season, aud could be stUl employed. If 
adequate m eans were supplied lor the purpose.

THE MKN .NOW AT WUKK. 
There are a t present employed 1,126 men on the 
Boulevards, from Fifty-ninth to I56th stree t; ave­ 
nue »u Nicholas, from n o th to I5.lth stree t: Tenth 
avenue, irom I55th street to Fort George Hill; Sev­ 
enty-second street, irom Central Park to Riverside 
Park. 
These works are nearly completed, and 
home of them will be entirely flnihUed and the 
men not required on them on or tiefore January 1. 
THE WORK ON THR -<TR»KTS. 
Under authority 01 the last Legislature the fol­ 
lowing streets and avenues are to be improved by 
the D epartm ent ol Public WorKs in a m an­ 
ner similar to the

now eiu)>loyed on the above-mentioned works could 
be used lor the im provem ent of these several 
streets and avenues, viz. •—Seventy-second street. 
Fifth avenue to avenue A; avenue A, Fifty-seventh 
to hlghty-slxth stre e t; tieventy-nlnth street, ave­ 
nue 4 toUvenne B; avenue B. irom Seventy-ninth 
to Elglity-sixth s tre e t; N inety-s'xth street, from 
FTftn avenue to Second avenue; 110th street, from 
Riverside avenue to avenue A; 116th street.

parks. It was promptly voted and paid over to us.

Park.” 
WHRBB THE MONEY COMES FROM. 
•‘What is the object of this transfer, may 1 ask?'' 
iuqnirud the Hrkai.d man. 
‘‘To keep the men in em ploym ent,” replied Mr. 
Wales. 
“Were th e transier n o t m ade the men 
would certainly have to be discharged or work for 
D otblug. While the lurce of laborers will n o t ba 
reduced It certainly cannot be in c re a se d . 
No o n e 
is more sorry than 1 th a t the departm ent is p o w er­ 
less to help th e poor; b u t w e have no m o n ey .” 
“Where docs the fund which m aintains tli« 
Park Commission come from? How U the money 
raised ?” asked the renorter. 
“1 am glad to explain this,” said Mr. Wales, “as 
the people do not generally understaud how tt 1» 
th at we are really more crippled than any other 
departm ent m the city. There are two funds Irora 
which the moneys used by this Board are drawn.1 
The construction fund comes from tho Legi* 
lature aud accrues from the sale of bonds. 
The mrgotlatlon of 
these 
bonds 
rest» 
with 
the Comptroller, aud while he la bound by law t j 
furnish the money, ho cannot do so unless thu 
bonds are negotiable. That com ptroller Green has 
had great trouble in raising money on these bonds 
there is 110 doubt. This does not help us out any, 
however, aud we m ust look to the Comptroller fur 
the money. Thu« you see th at when we take men 
off the m aintenance lorce and p u t them on the 
cuiistructlon gang we relieve our m unicipal appro­ 
priation at the sacrifice or the legislative g ran t. 
The fund lor m aintenance 1$ derived, as I beiore 
stated, irom the Board of Estim ate and Award. 
When the aw ard is made wo are sure of our money 
If there ts any In the city treasury. 
If we had 
m ore money, by poshing th e work on the new 
parks we could employ several hnndred m ore m en.” 


THE DEPARTMENT_OF CHARITIES. 


■nie w inter comes d rearily enough to all tboM 
who rely even in small p a rt upon the assistance ol 
the city for m aintenance. 
The capacity of the 
Board of Charities has in form er years been se­ 
verely taxed as to its resonrces to provide the few 
necessaries to keep death from the tenem ents ol 
the poor. 
The hearty co-operation of private be­ 
nevolence has, in m any Instances, served as an In­ 
valuable auxilllary to the public officials. 
The ex­ 
perience of former years has taught the commis­ 
sioners and employés of the departm ent how to 
prepare lor the season of need, and to lorsee the 
calam ities of such a w inter as is now threatened. 
Comnjisslouer Myer ste rn has greatly Interested 
himself in the subject of providing homes for the 
destitute during the w inter. 
Those who have 
never known wnat absolute need is. are now 
threatened with the m ost abject poverty. 
The 
accommodations at 
THK PO I-tC l s t a t io n H O rSBS 
are utterly Inadequate to the requirem ents which 
are likely to be made upon them . The Urge, b ar­ 
ren room which is provided a t th e station bonses 
IS also w anting In even the sim plest com iorts and 
18 too dirty for the b etter class of sober and ho n est 
bat d estitute people wno are likely to be forced to 
seek lodging there if no b etter offers. C om ptroller 
Green states in a letter to Commissioner Stern, 
dated October 28, th at the Commissioners of th e 
Sinking Fund having charge 01 the unoccupied 
houses belonging to the city will place a t the dis­ 
posal of the poor of the m etropolis such p arts of 
this property as can be given up to this use. The 
Com ptroller suggests th at some 
p arts of the 
m arkets m ight be available for this purpose.

THE DEPARTMENT OP DOCKS. 


A llKRALD reporter called a t the offices ol 
the Departm ent of Docks and had an in terview 
with Commissioners Bu.ld and W estervelt, from 
whom he 
ascertalaed me following facts and 
figures : - 
There are at present 310 m echanics and laborers 
employed by the departm ent. This num ber will bo 
gradually increased to 3.10, but this season of the 
year being very adverse to the construction of tho 
works, the departm ent could not find em ploym ent 
for m any m ure men during the w inter m ontns. 
The Commissioners of 
the Sinking F'niid 
aro 
authorized to issue bonds for $3,000,000 annnally 
for the use of the departm ent, but the fact is tb a t 
the total expenditures from October 31, 1872, to 
October 31, 1878, were only $«ll,‘J74, while tho 
receipts fur dock rents last year were $448,640 &i, 
and. It la expected, will be about $500,000 dnring 
the present year. Thus It is evident th at only a 
small portion of the am ount autnorU ed has been 
expended, although there I» argent 
NRED FOR IMFROVBMXNTS 
coming wlikin the scope of the D epartm ent of 
Docks. 
It is to be remem bered th at these im- 
provem enie would be a proflwble investm ent for 
the city, repaying not only the current interest of 
seven per cent, but the principal and a handsom e 
profit besldea Into the SinRing Fluid, w ithout 
considering the great public benefit arising from 
m e Increaae of commerce and taxable property. 
The question now arises. Why does not the D epart­ 
m ent of Docks m ake im provem ents on a larger 
scale ? as It was evidently expected to do when 
the approprtauon of $8,000,000 was mode. Oomp- 
troller Green holds $i.ooo,ouo which were appro­ 
priated for the departm ent by tne CommlBsioacrs 
of the Wnking Fund, end yet thousands of laborers 
nave iieen for some time out of work, and will p er­ 
haps prove an expensive burden to the city. 
A CHANCK FOK WORK. 
com m lsslsner Budd said all the granite used by 
the D epartm ent of Docks Is brought from Maine 
cut ami dressed. 
While we have to go to MiUnó 
for our granite, it would be b etter for the city to 
give em ploym ent to a large num ber of stonecut­ 
ters by having the granite cut here. The e x tra 
cost or the work would be small compared to the 
expenditure entailed on tho city by thoasam ls o f 
men out of employment. 


THE STREET CLEANINO BUREAU. 


The .Street cleaning Burean of the Police De- 
pan m cn t is annually reduced to a w inter stan d ard 
about the middle of November. 
The stree ts will 
have to be cleaned this w inter ju st as on all p re­ 
vious years. The iire e ts cannot be allowed to be­ 
come graw-grown or clogged with dirt.

I’aris, Mr. J. Meredith Bead, who was Gov- | 
crnor Morgan’s Adjutant General at the com­ 
mencement of the war, goes to Greece, with 
ths promotion to M inister Resident, in place 
of Mr. Francis, of the Troy Times, who comes 
home.

Torbert, who was an excellent friend of the 
Hpaniards, steps into General Read’s place in 
Taris, and his Vico Consul General, Mr. Hall, 
takas Mr. Torbert’s place at Uavaua.

With liarbaruuH alacrity the Spanish oflici.ds 
in (’uba have veutud their fury on certain of 
the iiersons taken in the V irginius—a course 
on thoir part which was anticipated, for the 
ready ferocity of the Spauiah character ia too 
well known for it to be supposed that officials 
ot that nation could ever be dilatory in any 
case where there was the shadow o t a pn»- 
text for killing defencflesa persons. 
Four 
nieu are reported to have bt'en summarily 
shot upon the finding of a court martial at 
bautiago do Cuba, ami their uamt* are given 
ehowbere, though it does not seem 
clear 
w lu'ther they were 
citizens of the Unib’d 
States 
or Spraish subjects. 
There were 
apparently no proceciliugs against the ship in 
any Admiralty Court; there was no inqiiiry 
and no judgment before any competent trib u ­ 
nal touching her natii>nality or the character 
of her operations; no opportiuiity was given 
lor hearing or defence; but all was done .with 
an ostentatious disregard of regularity, as if 
the actors would exprea-^ their contem pt for 
all the restraints that the nsagc of civilized 
nations m ight impose; and, indeed, as if 
they 
were less eoaoorneJ with 
the more 
slaughter of the >ictims thau intent upon 
grossly outraging, 
by the m anner of the 
slaughter, 
the 
flag 
that 
the 
■victims 
chiimod as their defence. 
It 
ia 
an 
act 
of which It mivy solely be said that only 
Spaniards 
among the 
nom inally civilized 
nations could pos.sibly be guilty. 
W ith every 
other people of the world there is some con- 
side ratiou of right and law and justice—some 
deference to opinion, and some respect for 
usage and hum anity. 
Only Spaniards are 
capable of ru-shing to the commission of an 
atrocity in the apprehension that delay might 
deprive them of 
a bloodthirsty pleasure. 
There are not many occasions in which Span­ 
iards can act w ith promptness, energy and 
decision; but at least one case in which they 
can exhibit these qnalitic.s is in the taking of 
lives that tho morrow would compel them to 
spare. 
It is very possible that the Virginius was en­ 
gaged iu aticinpting u hostile descent upon 
Spanish territory, and was endeavoring to 
laud me u and munition.s for carrying on war 
against the Spanish govi-rumenL 
It is equally 
possible that on this voyage, or on other 
recent voyagt*s, sh“ had, as it is said, forfeited 
her right to protection as an Amerio.an ship. 
B ut a Spanish court miirtial cannot iu any 
contingency whatever be the judge of such 
tacts, or of any facts with reference to a ship 
taken on the high seas ; and to execute men 
on the judgm ent of a court that has not juris­ 
diction 
of tho 
case 
is, 
of 
course, 
the 
same as 
to kill them without the judg­ 
ment of any court. 
For !ho .Spanish author­ 
ities to have a shadow of justification for 
acting as t h ^ are reported to have acted with 
these men they should have captured them, 
if not in the very act with which they charge 
them, at least within the limits of Spanish 
territor}-, on the land or in the neighboring 
waters. 
But the ship was captured fiir away 
from the Cuban coast. 
It will doubtltss be 
said by the Spaniards that she was surprised 
in the attempt to land men and pursued and 
captured in consequence, and was thus con­ 
structively caught in the act, though in the 
ardor of the cha.-.o the whereabouts of the 
capture seemed a m atter of indiflferenca to the 
commander of the Tornado. 
B ut there is no 
such consecutive relation of events. 
Them 
was 
a 
collision 
of 
some 
sort 
with 
the 
people of the 
Virginius 
and 
some 
bpanish arm ed force on 
the 29th ult., in 
which colJi^ion the telegraph reported, erro- 
neoasly, it seems, that Bembetta was killed. 
It is probable that this collision happened in 
an attem pted landing from the Virginias. 
B ut the Spaniards then evidently lost sight of 
the ship, and only saw her again when she 
was sighted by the Tornado two days later at 
such a distance from the Cuban coast that in 
a run of seven and a half hours she reacheil 
a point within six miles of the cr^ost of 
Jamaica. 
There can, therefore, certainly be 
no pretence that she wtis .surprised while land­ 
ing men or arms, and it is barely possible, 
even, that she was in Cuban waters when 
sighted by the 
Tornado 
while 
she 
was 
m ost assuredly on the high seas when taken. 
She was, therefore, entitled by the general law 
of the worhJ, whatever her character may 
Lave been, to trial and judgm ent before a 
tiibunal com pftent to detcnnine on the rules 
of international 
law, and it is insultinglj* 
obvious that the denial oí this right to a s’uip 
caiTj-ing the American flag was an affront and | 
an indignity to thU» nation, and was so in- i 
tended. 
Certainly, 
the T nited States cannot b'- 
charged with holding lenient views toward the- 
violators of neutral obligations. 
Our pohi- 
tion as a nation is, that 11 this ship was an 
American 
vessel 
and 
sailed 
from 
any 
.Anier.can 
port 
on 
a 
hostile 
expedi­ 
tion 
against 
Cnba, 
and 
could 
Lave 
been 
stopped 
by 
ordinary 
vigilance on 
our part^ 
would ourselves have bocome re­ 
sponsible for the damage done by her; and 
the mor4 memorable verdict of the age, given 
in our tnvor on this point, binds us to the sup­ 
port of this doctrine. 
It is very nnlikoly, 
therefore, that any point would have been 
strained to cover this ship with our nation­ 
ality if the Spaniards could have fairly shown, 
before a projier tribunal, that she was a law 
breaker. We would certainly have refusrd her 
pr<»U c tion; and it is, aud always has been, 
the wise policy of this governm ent not to i»er- 
m it our 
flag to 
be discredited by m ak­ 
ing 
it 
the 
refuge 
and the 
cover 
for 
vagabond 
adventurers 
who 
are 
of 
no etiuntrj-, 
but under 
p n ten ce 
of a 
Quixotic devotion to freedom, and, with a 
real love for pluuder and a wild life, prey on 
all countries alike in the time of their di.s- 
tresfl, and would as readily prey on our 
country as on any other. 
Our synipathios 
and our% ipport, lluTcfore, might, verj* likely, 
not have been with the Virginius if it had 
been shown before a proper tribunal that she 
was not a legitimate trader; but the Cuban 
authorities have closwl the pursuit of the sub­ 
ject in th at direction tiy tho arbitrary connic 
of inflicting condign punishm ent on men 
taken from the deck of a vtasel that must be 
asHumeel to be an American vessel, Is'omse 
th«*y have disdained to legally denationalizo I 
her, and have preferred, iu a sjiirit of bullying j 
arrogance, rather hi outrage an AiiMiic.m | 
ship than to inflict a legal pemdty npon a ' 
ship shown to have no nationality. 
It is not a question, therefore, o f the char­ 
acter o f tho Virginius, but of our own iliguity; 
and hero the case ú very clear. 
An Amorieuu 


ship is captured on the high seas, on a vo^-age 
not sliowu to l>e other than iegitimata, aud 
thongh, by the faciliüas of the telagnph. our 
government could have been consulted as to 
Lor ohvracter iu a few hours, and though such 
consultation is no more than was to be ex­ 
pected lietween two friendly and neighboring 
Powers, yet w ith an arrogant indifference to 
our views, with even a contemptuous igm^r- 
ing of 
our 
very 
existence, the ship is 
seized and dealt with as great naval Powers 
have from tim e immemorial dealt with the 
shipa of their pigmy neighbors who were 
utterly without any remedy. 
And the Ameri­ 
can people are the pigmies who are thus meta- 
pborioaliy Hlap|>ed in th e face by the m ighty 
Spaniard. 
How long shall they thus abuse 
onr patience ? 
How long shall we perm it this 
one people of the earth, that ia utterly oon- 
tcm ptible in every aspect, to play the Hector 
in our neighborhood? 
There is but one 
remedy for this Spanish nonsense. 
It ia to 
abate the Sponish dom inion iu this hemisphere 
as a nuisance. 
“To that complexion it 
m ust come at last.” 
Sooner or later wc 
m ust do it, and it will be a great economy of 
the national tem per to do it sooner. 
W'^e do 
not want Cuba. 
We have got a great deal 
more land already than we know very well 
what to do with; but the presence of the 
Spaniard there is an inconvenience to us and 
a source of constant irritating complication, 
and we must act os nations have always acU^d 
in simUar cases, and give him fairly to under- 
htiind that he i.s to leave w ithin a reasonable 
time. 
He remains on this side tho water only 
by our siiffeianeo, and bo has so flagrantly 
abused his tenure as to have forfeited all 
further elaiiu on our magnanimity. 


The Coudltion o f 4h« P a rk H ospital— 
A Tim cljr H in t. 


The .State Charities Aid Association have 
been making an examination of the City Park 
Hospital, and comment fully on its condition 
iu their m onthly rep o rt 
It will be remem­ 
bered that the hospital in question was started 
for tho spL'cial purpose of the reception of sun- 
struek patients, iu the old engine house build­ 
ing. 
It is necessarily an inconvenient and in­ 
sufficient buililiug, and there was probably 
little thought at the time of its cstablishm eut 
that it would be turue<l to the purpose.s of a 
gpuoml hospital 
.\ccording to tho report now 
liefore ns it is in fact more of a pest hou.se 
than a hos)>ifal. 
'I’he roof, directly beneath 
which the women’s ward is located, is an old, 
l.-.aky piece of patchwork, through which the 
rain pours in streiuns during a storm. 
The 
small, close kitchen, on the same flour, serves 
also as a dining 
room 
for tho 
holpers, 
and as ¡m ironing room, the 
heat 
and 
smell adding to tho unwholesomeness of the 
atmosphere in the damp ward. 
The laundry 
is in the basem ent—a cellar odjoining the 
stable and the dead room —and in this dark, 
confined space, aired and lighted only by two 
or three paue.s of glass, m ere apologies for 
windows, the foul clothes are wa.shed, and, 
sooner or later, m ust breed disease. 
There .are 
thirty-one beds only in the hospital, twenty- 
five in the men's and five in the women’s 
ward, and yet thirty-five hundred cases have 
been treated there during the year, and of 
these twelve hundred demanded great surgical 
sk ill 
Although the hospital is only intended 
as a tem porary or “ transfer” establlshuiont 
many casos aro ncces-sarily compelled to lie 
kept there for long pcriotht. 
It is the only in­ 
stitution ill the crowdoil part of tho city be­ 
tween the Battery and Canal street where a 
jiorsou can receive m edical or surgical treat­ 
m ent in ca.se of an accident, and, for the pur­ 
poses to which it is devoted, a building with 
at least one 
hundre«l beds is absolutely 
neceasarj'. 
It is very evident that we ought to have a 
new, spacious and well-appointed hoapital in 
this port of the city in place of the old engine 
pest hoase, and now is the time to erect such 
a building. 
The work is one which hum anity 
as well as safety drmands, and it can be under­ 
taken at no better time than the present, when 
it will give employment to laborers who have 
nothing to do. 
It need not b.-, like the pro­ 
posed City Prison, a job, aud there is imme­ 
diate need of it while we can do very well 
w ith the Tomb.s for some time to come. 
The 
Common Council has the power by a two- 
thirds vote to provide for this remodelling of 
the present building, which is demanded by 
the public neces.sitv, and they should attend 
to the m utter at once. 
Tho preneut hospital 
is a disgrace, a nuisance and a public danger. 
I-et us Lave a new one built at once, so that 
its erection this winter may give employment 
to some few of those who will soon Ik- cast a sa 
burden upon onr ch.irilics unle.v4 they be i>ro- 
vidtd with work. 


N r ^ iVu Ci:VT. 
The Bank o f E nglau-llas 
raiscd jts rato yj discbunt to nine per cent in 
order to arrest the continued dowof gold from 
B agland to «he I'n ited States.

&<■., are continuing, and will, doubtless, con­ 
tinue throngh tbe winter to aasisl us in raising 
the value of oar national currency to the si>ecio 
standard.

The friends of rapid trun- 
sit should avail themselves of the advantage 
offered by the jm pular endorsement of au- 
nex.ition to push the entor¡)risc with vigor. 
A railroad for .steam coininuuicjition between 
tbe Battery and the new Wi stchestcr wards of 
the city is now an imr»erativc ne<«r!«HÍty, und 
m ust be built. 
The work if uinh rtiken by 
the city would pay for itself, both as to the 
interest .aud redem ption of the bonds, after 
the fii-st three years from ¡U commencement, 
and if stirted this winter would furnish era- 
ployinent to thoii-sands of laborers who will 
otherwise lie a public burden.

Until the stringcnoy in the money m arket 
is rclievoil the present depressod statu of indim- 
trj' will rem ain a grow ing evil to those who 
depend on labor for their broad. 
Tbe one 
thing cried for and prayed for is tho return of 
confidence. 
W ith it money would again com- 
monoe to circulate and most of tbe industries 
affected would bo able to resume work at 
iuU power. Money once in hand now is parted 
with very % luctuntly, even in the legitim ate 
channels of trade, for every one is fearful that 
a deeper gulf of tiuauoial disaster lies beyond. 
The great firms which have overtraded, over- 
speculated and wildly extended their busi­ 
nesses are the most difficult to help, for there 
is great trouble in finding the places where a 
stoppage of the leaks would do auy good. 
They are too otlen like shipa hastily built of 
green wood, that after a tim e bocome so 
honeycombed all over that 
no am ount ot 
plugging or pum ping would fit them to pass 
throngh 
a 
storm. 
B ut 
in 
all 
groat 
temixista even stanch ships will foimder, and 
this financial one can sooreoly prove an excep­ 
tion. 
I ’ho general indications of “slowing 
down” all over the country show that all the 
Industries are carefully and prudently m easur­ 
ing their forces to contend with whatever 
hard times the w inter may bring. 
Partial 
or complete stoppage of work with them 
will not mean failure; 
but, as we have 
said before, 
the 
m an 
out 
of work cAn 
get 
only 
a 
prospective 
benefit 
from 
the ability of his industry to resume work 
when money gets easier. 
In small communi­ 
ties this prospective benefit may allow of tbe 
workm an’s case not being so very bard, us 
credits for necessaries of life may be easier to 
o btain; but where enforced idleness exists to 
a largo extent in the great commercial centres 
like New York, Philadelphia or Pittsburg, the 
situation of the unemployed could hariUy tail 
to become deplorable. 
Our reports from the 
Eastern States, published in to-day’s H e r a ld , 
ore gloomy enough, with, however, a few 
exceptions. 
In Boston the m erchants com­ 
plain that demand lor home and foreign good.s 
has fallen off terribly. 
Great quantities of 
imported silks had been throw n back on 
tho European m arket This particular feature 
of tho crisis will not work very injuriously, 
fur it means that gold will leave the couutry 
in smaller proportions; but thousands are out 
of work, and the num ber, it is fe-ared, will 
soon bo largely increased. 
The m anufactur­ 
ing towns and villages of Now England, 
such 08 Lawrence, M anchester, Lowell and 
Fall River, 
are 
m eeting 
the 
stringent 
times by running tho m ills and factories on 
half to two-thirds time. 
They wisely adopt 
this system in preference to reducing their 
hands, tor, as the Mayor of Fall River re­ 
m arked to a H e b a ld correspondent, skilled 
operatives are of real value to the millowners 
and cannot be allowed to wander away under 
the stress of searching for a living. 
At Pitts­ 
burg the iron trade is under the same diffi­ 
culties of scarce money, and many hands are 
unemployed. 
The iron workers have p ru ­ 
dently accepted a reduction oí wages, gen­ 
erally of 
fifteen 
per^^cent, 
and further 
accommodate their iinployers by t a ^ g pay­ 
m ents of half cash and half on promise 
to pay when tim es improve. 
If labor' *nd 
capital all over the country can only thus 
accommodate their m utual wants to the cir­ 
cumstances a great deal of suffering may be 
fought off 
In Connecticut signs of depres­ 
sion in its varied industries are evident. 
From Ohio and Indiana reports of dulness iu 
the pork trade ore forwarded, with an unusual 
num ber of men out of work. 
All this m ust be 
of serious jmrtent, and in m any cases tho dan­ 
ger is aggravated by the dism al belief that tbe 
worst has not yet come. 
Tbe advance of tbe Bank of E n g lan d rate of 
discount, intended, as it is, to check the flow 
of specie to this country, m ay tend to keep 
the restoration of confidcnoo here further out 
of sight; and if there is any tru th in tho 
rum or that a panic m ay take place in the 
London m arket it will not help m atters on 
this side. 
The banks yesterday showed a 
slightly improved condition, but the chariness 
to extend banking accommodation is kept 
up as a measure 
of 
self-defence. 
Tho 
private hoards 
of 
currency aro still in 
their 
mysterious 
hiding 
places, 
helping 
to keep m atters at a stiindstill. 
The declara­ 
tion of a scrip dividend by railways may be 
very consoling to those who exjiccted less— 
namely, nothing ; but wherever it occurs tho 
issue is a poor consolation when stocks arc 
low down and buyers scarcA at that. 
A man 
would often find it hard to live on the tegnl 
intcrevt of hi.s expected income, and those 
who build thoir hopes on cash dividends may 
in these tiuies be comp'dled to put up with 
that fidoetioii of tfioir expecíatioñsr 
For tho uucinployed poor of New York the 
winter will bo a hard one.

G e n e r a l W . A. V . R y a n . 
General \V. A. C. Hyan, at the com mencemeut of 
the Cuban struggle, was lairly idolized by the 
rofu.'tees in this city, who adm ired hl.s bravery. 
Ocneral Kyan's experiences as cavalry commander 
m the Camaguey district of Cuba, fighting again st 
long odds, nart gained him the reputation of being, 
like the fabled Bayard, "saus peur et saiis re- 
prochr." 
He was a native of this State, and has a 
nrotber living in this city, named John C. Ilyan. 
Ryan, who has just lallen a victim to Spanish 
tyranny, wa.s, a t the time of his death, about 
tlilrty-fonr years of age. He was tall and well 
built, of sleuder but wiry .frame, with a soldierly 
bearing, aud was considered to possess a handsome 
and srrlxlng countenance. In the year 1858, being 
of an adventurous turn of mliid, he went out a s a 
miner to M ontana, where he worked some claims 
with success, they being partially situated npon 
what IS now the site of the flourishing city of Mon­ 
tana. 
When the war broke out Byau entered a 
New York regim ent, and during the progress of 
the strife attained the grade of first lieutenant. In 
is<39 he made hts appearance in New York as a free 
lance for tree Cuba. 
In company with Ignacio 
Aliaro and the late Domingo Oolijonrla, a large ex­

The following 18 from the official report of tho 
comniAudor of the Fannie concerning Ryan 
“Oil the ¿'Jd of June, 187-J, W. A. 0, Ryan landed 
in one of the first boats, bnt when the cargo wua 
all ashore he obtained leave from General Peralta 
to return on board to write a letter, and relusrd 
10 land ngaln, though urged by me repeatedly, in 
tho presence of the otllcers and crew, to do so. 
This ami other clrcnmstances, notably his reinsing 
10 semi his baggnge ashore, proved conclusively 
that be bad no intention ot landing." 
.subsequently he returned with the crew of the 
rannio to Nassau, where Mr. Mahlon Chance, the 
united s u te s Consnl, received the party with 
groat kindness and treated all as shipwrecked 
Aiuerlcaii seamen. On the 4th of October he left 
this city on the Atlas, bound for Jamaica, in com­ 
pany with Gencrsl Varona, Jesus del Hoi and slxty- 
Bix other Cuban patriots. 
He was a devoted 
friend and warm adm irer of General Varona, bet­ 
ter known os "Benibetta.” Hyan came down to 
Ihe steam er half an hour after the time appointed 
lor the ve.ssePs departure. Hi the hami.s of a 
Hherin's orticer, who held him lor a debt tor |40o. 
I'lie nwmoy was raised Hi a trice among the entliii- 
vliiHiic n ib an s on the wharf, and Ryan was de- 
iivered Irom cust>>dy, amid great cheering. Many 
graspo.l him cordially by the hand for the sa te ol 
the Old im e. and a short time afterw ards he ,ind 
PIS coiiipauiona starieil on iheir fatal umlertakiiig.

The death of tliis Cuban patriot was announced 
yesterday by telegraph from Havana. Tho de­ 
ceased gentlem en was a younger brother to Carlos 
Manuel Cespedes, Pre.sMent of the Cuban Republic. 
He was born In tbe town or Bayarao, in the district 
ol that name, Easiciu Deparim eui of tuna, in 
tlieyuar 18 23, and wa.t thereiorc fifty years old at 
the time of l.is decease, being lour years tbe 
junior of hts more famoua brother. The Céspedes 
arc am ongst the most infiuentlal and respected 
lamilies of Hayaino and Munzanillo, and are Inter­ 
m arried or connected wiili the te s t people of that 
p a n of the island. Pedro Cespedes was educated in 
Bayamo, under 
the 
care of his family, who 
are also native Cubans. Prom the first years of 
Ills life the deceased conceived a great 
hatred 
towards the .Spanish oppressors of his country, and 
resolved to lend every possible eflTort in an en­ 
deavor to set his beloved Cuba tree. To this end 
ho abandoned the luxuries and pleasures ol a 
wealthy noine, the endearm ents of his family and 
every m aterial coniiort of life, to follow the lor- 
lunes or the Cuban cause and bis older brother’s 
leadership, when Ihe shout of independence was 
given 111 Yar.1, on the lotli oi Ociouer, 1888. For 
turco years he was in the very focus ot the revolu­ 
tion in Hie Eastern Depai tiueul, oiteii distingul.sa- 
tiig hnnaell above others by his patience in reverse 
aud modcratiou lu the hour of triumph.

This youthiul soldier and 
ripe patriot, whose 
death on u .Spanish scaffold was announced yester­ 
day by telegraph from Havana, was born in tbe 
city of Puerto Ifrlncipe. in the Central D epartm ent 
of Cuba, in the year 1845, and was therefore twenty- 
eight years of age. 
Both hla parents are nartves of 
Cuba. The family Is one of the most resnectnble In 
aU senses of the word In that most aristocratic 
town of an aristocratic island. 
His lather died 
while the future general was but young. 
His 
amiable and patriotic mother, Maria, née Bonera, 
scut tbe young Varona to the United States, 
Where be was liberally educated at one of our 
beat known colleges. Alter flnlsning his education 
he returned to his native Puerto Principe, and be­ 
came a couQrnied opponent to Spanish rnle. In 
1866 Varona—or as he was som etim es called— 
Bombelta, came to the U nited States to p a t him- 
self in commuuicatlon with General Quesada, who 
was then endeavoring to effect an insurrectlonaiY 
m ovem ent in Cuba by m eans of an expedition 
from these shores. 
In 1867 he w ent to Na.ssau,

in Puerto Principe, and sent on to H avana;

Captain General Uiiice was 
surprised when he saw ihs extrem ely hamisonie, 
quiet youth, who brought such a reputation from 
his native city, and rem arked, “ I was prepared to 
mete out to you the extrem e penalty oi the law 
lor the offences of which you stand charged; bur 
your youth, courteous iienrlng aud sympathetic 


dungeon in Havana he made his way to the United 
Htates once more, ami remained here until about 
lonr mouths belore the rising of Varo, when he 
again sought Ills native city to prepare the way lor 
too anticipated revolutionary m ovement.

Yesterday a IIkrald reporter called at the ro ­ 
tunda in the Cu.stom House to see the register of 
the Virginlus and obtained the following Informa­ 
tion from the official records:—.She wa.s originally 
purchased by Mr. Miles T. steele, of New Orlcaas, 
from tho “ Bureau of Refugees, Frccdmen and 
Abandoned Lands" at the port of Mobile, on I'd>- 
ruary U, 1866. On the 2hd oi June of the same year 
she obtained a register at the port of New Orleans, 
the official iiuintier of which was 106, her louuago 
being given us i n tons 84-100. 
Mr. Johu F. Patterson, of this city, purchased her 
from the federal government lor $9,CüO, and on the 
20th September, l.Sio. toox the oath of ownership 
at the New York Custom House, the bill ot .sale 
havmg been made ou the 27th of August, at Wasii- 
Higton. A new rcgi.sU'r was issued ou the 20i.h 
Hepteraher, 187n (No. 14), to Mr. Patterson, with 
the name of F. Fh Hheplierd, oi Forsyth county, 
New York .State, lusoited as being her captain.

The eighth annnal reunion of the surviving sol­ 
diers of the Pennsylvania volunteers was held on 
the WyiiniiiiR camp ground to-day, oxaetly on the 
site where, eleven years ago, they broke camp 
prior to uiurshalling in the H rst Army (wrps of the 
Potomac. There was a spU-udld gathering of sol­ 
diers and ciuaens, and the proeeeUtngs were eon- 
duoied most cnihnsiasticaliy. 
The meeting wu.s 
new on an eminence commanding a pleasant view 
of 
Wyoming 
Valley 
and 
of 
the 
historic 
monument 
erected 
on the site of 
the cele­ 
brated tuas»acre. 
Tne Stars and Ntrlpes floated 
from the lop of a tall ti .-e taken from the foie--t 
lor the purpose and planted on the highest point 
of the emlnonee. The veterans clustered around 
It in goodly nnmbers, and were called to order 
precisely at two o’cloek by the President, Capt-iiu 
Delaney, who Introdneed as the orator of the day 
Colonel J. A. Prie«, who delivered a brilliant and 
scholarly address. The speaker, while eulogizing 
the spirits of the soldiers who tell in defence of the 
Union, denounced m severe term s the element 
which at present tends to disgrace the institutions 
of the country. Corrupuon, he said, bad eaten 
Into the heart of Rome and Sparta in 
their 
palmiest days, and if the tall ol this country should 
ever occur It would be from an Inward and not 
from an outward cause. He believed the redeem­ 
ing spirit 01 the nation would yet save her. 
A uditor G eneral Allen, of H arrisb n rg , wa.s n e x t 


the archives of the nation, that the luture historian 
might do justice to the heroism ol the meu who 
saved the nation. 
Judge D afia, of W iikesbarre, w ho had been th e 
first colonel of th e One llu u d re d a n d F o rty -th ird , 
an d also a v e te ra n in th e old M exican w ar, deliv­ 
ered a splendid speech.

m.-ind of th e sp e ak e r eleven y e a rs ago, only a little 
m ore th an 300 re tu rn e d a fte r th re e y e a rs’ service, 
and yet th is h isto ria n did n o t s ta te th a t one m an 
was killed o r w onm led. 
Me hoped th e day w as n o t 
la r d ista n t w hen ju stic e w ould be done to th e 
soldiers. 
¡speeches were delivered by General Osborne 
and Capt.iui .«(cott. The latter said the artillery of 
the United States was lornied by old .Steulien at 
I hlppewa, and that its history was a bright record 
from thence to the bloody fleid of Gettysburg, 
¡speeches were dcUvered by Major Plotz, Geucral 
Benth, Surveyor General of the S tale; Captain 
Huwell, Capuin Delaney and others. The meeting 
then proceeded to organize lor the ensuing year, 
electing Captain Delaney President. The proceed­ 
ings term inated with a dress parade under the in­ 
spection of General Dana, after which cheers were 
given for the officers and Governor H artrsnft, and 
the large m eeting dispersed, every one being de­ 
lighted with the doings of the day.

JThe Orinnell Bankruptcy—Blake Brothers 
' & Oo. Allowed t o Sell the Secu­ 
rities on Their Hands, Un­ 
der Certain Conditions.

The Judge 
allows Blake Brothers ft Co. to sell certain securi­ 
ties which iiad been placed in their hands as col­ 
laterals by Grinnell 4 Co., reserving, however, the 
rights which may be acquired by tue assignee who 
Shall be apjiointed In the case. 
The artrument of counsel on the constitutionality 
Of the appointment of the new Police Justices was 
resumed yesterday in the Common Pleas before 
ludge Larremore. but had nut concluded at the 
Udjonmmcnt of the court. 
-In the United States District Court yesterday, 
befbre Judge Blatchford, the Judge, at the request 
Bf Judge Benedict, granted a writ of habeas corpus 
In the case of Edward Lange, who bad been re­ 
cently convicted in the United States Circuit Court 
Of anproprlatlng mail bags to his own use, contrary 
to the provisions of the act of Congress. Lange 
was sentenced by Judge Benedict to a year’s im­ 
prisonment and a fine of $200. The application for 
the writ was grounded on the assertion that, under 
the law applicable to the case of the prisoner, he 
could not be sentenced to both imprisunment and 
floe. The writ is made returnable to-day before 
Judge Benedict. It was relased on Thursday by 
Judge Blatchford, as he had not then had an oppor­ 
tunity of consulting with Judge Benedict.

Another Field D ay Between Counsel and 
‘ the Court—The Status of the Press on 
llhe Situation —Slow J:*lrogrcss In Ob­ 
tain in g a J u ry—Three C onditionally 
Accepted Yesterday. 
•llie trial of the big “Boss” on the “big” Indict­ 
ment pfftmUcs not only to be a protracted, but a 
ycry racy one. The Court and counsel have 
measured swords, taken ihelr respective positions 
Bu the ground, and have already commenced to 
exchange passes with each other. At the opening 
yesterday defendant’s counsel suggested that the 
Court request the press to abstain from com­ 
menting on the trial during its progress. Judge 
Jlavls made a few comments upon the 
law governing this particular question, stating that 
the Court had only power to punish for any evl- 
deutly false statement of what might occur on the 
trial. A somewhat new departure was taken with 
veterence to swearing Jurors that are accepted, as 
anon motion of Assistant District Attorney Allen 
the swearing of the Jurors will bo delayed till alter 
the twelve men are accepted, the right of peremp­ 
tory challenge being reserved until the Jury comes 
to be sworn.

Argnmont of Counsel For anti A gain st 
the ConsU tntlonaU tjrofThelr Appoint­ 
m ent. 
The argument upon the constUationallty of the 
law under which the new Police Justices were 
appointed was resumed before Judge Larremore, 
in Court of Common Pleas, Part L, yesterday 
morning. 
Nelson J. Waterbary opened the proceedings by 
stating that be could not see anything in the vast 
aggregation of papers snbmlcted by the plaintiff 
that can warrant him in bringing a salt in the 
nature of a writ quo warranto. 
The question is, has the plalntllTs term of offlce 
been abridged by the Legislature, and was such 
act of the Legislature legal ? If plaintiff’s term ol 
offlce has been abridged by a legal act of the 
Legislature, then any action that can be brought 
in any Court will give the plaintiff no redress. If 
said act be uuconstltuUonal, then a suit brought 
in the Supreme Court will sustain the plaintiff In 
hla position taken. Mr. Waterbury staled that it 
is only of recent date that persons have disputed 
the power and right of the Legislature to abridge 
the terms of offlce of those elected to IIU them. 
We all know Fernando Wood, and that he doesn’t 
give up anvt'ilng very easily, yet the Legislature 
aliortenea his term of offlce as Mayor of this city; 
and, though aely defended by Mr. O’Conor, he was 
obliged to relinqnish bis claim. 
Mr. Waturbury followed closely the line of argu­ 
ment adopted by Mr. Eaton yesterday, going back 
to the creation of the offlce of Special Justice of 
the Peace, and tracing the connection and changes 
undergone by that offlce till that 01 Police Justice 
was reiictied. 
Mr. Waterbury, In closing, sala that the great 
point that ho desired the Court to consider was 
that Mr. Coulter was not elected to, but oouuied 
into offlce by frandulcut means. 
Bv the complaint the plaintiff claims that be was 
electea lor a term of six years, ending at noon on 
the 1st of January, 1876; tliereiore bis term com­ 
menced at noon on the 1st of January, IsTO. The 
Court oi Appeals has decided that the ludiclal 
ameudmeut took effect irom and included the 
whole 01 that day. His term, therelore, did not 
commence until twelve hours after it took effect, 
and he did not come, even if he were—as he was 
not—a Justice 01 the Peace, within the provisions

coufereuce into evidence oi secret and criminal 
conspiracy. Plaintiff now claims as a merit that 
he concealed the facts, and sued them as Individ­ 
uals, aud under that pretext got an injunction 
agatost them personally, which compelled them 
offlclally to disobey the law ne concealed from the 
Court. The law under which defeudants were ap­ 
pointed is presumptive tnat the title of the offlce la 
with them. It is evidence more conclusive than 
the ’randulent certlflcate under which Coulter held. 
Fraudulent as it was tnat gave him title, and no 
Judge conld restrain him by iujunci lon from de­ 
manding the papers and taking ms seat. 
coulter is no mure a Justice, either de facto or 
hat'are Coulter’s pretexts? One is that he has 
a suit peuding in the ¡supreme Court in which he 
needs protection. 
Has not that Court power to protect him? Why 
does he come to the Common Pleas? Because he 
has a motive that he dare not avow. He wanted a 
Chambers order in a class of cases too familiar in 
that Court, but new in the Common Picas, where 
the jurisdiction to exercise co-ordinate powers 
nas been but very recently conierred. AU that re­ 
mains to be litigated in the salt or Conlter In the 
Supreme Court is the costs and the right to the six 
years’ salary to be recovered in a subsequent ac- 
tlou by Murray, with which the Attorney General 
has no concern. 
Coulter’s next pretext Is that the Attorney 
General will not bring a quo warranto in his favor. 
The statement Is laisitied by the oath of the At­ 
torney GeueraL Another pretext is that irrepa­ 
rable uamage will be caused to books and papers: 
but are they not public property, aud la not Coul­ 
ter merely a custodian of them? 
At two o’clock a recess of thirty minutes was 
taken, alter which Judge Porter closed his argu­ 
ment.

tain Conditions an d Reservations. 
Yesterday, in the United States District Court, 
Judge Blatchford rendered a decision in the matter 
of George Bird Grinnell and Joseph C. Williams, 
bankrupts. Subjoined we give the principal por- 
Uons of the decision :— 
This is a case of voluntary bankruptcy, the peti­ 
tion in which was filed on the 15th of October, 1873. 
The formal adjudication was made on the next 
day. On the Bth of September. 1873, the firm of 
Blake Brothers ft Co. loaned to the firm of George 
Bird Grinnell ft Co. (a Arm composed of the bank­ 
rupts as general partners ana 01 a special partner) 
the sum of fioo.ooo, payable on demand, with 
simple Interest, on a pledge and hypothecation of 
certoln coUateral securitlos deposited with the 
lormer firm by the latter firm to secure the loan, 
the secnntles consisting of certain bonds and 
shares of stock, on the 18th of September, 1878, 
more shares of stock were added, some of the 
shares of stock have been sold and their proceeds 
applied towards the payment of the loan,and there 
IS now due thereon |76,8»317, with Interest frem 
September 80, 1873. On the 16th of September, 1878, 
a tnrtber loan was made of $23,000, payable on de­ 
mand, on a pledge and hvpoihecation as collateral 
secnrlty of cerUin other shares of stock. No part 
of that loan nas been repaid. On the ITth of Sep­ 
tember, 1873, a lurther loan was made of $l60,ooo, 
payable on demand, with eimple interest, on a 
pledge and hy;)OthecaUon, as collateral security, 
of certain other shares of stock and certain other 
bonds. On the 18tb of September, 1873, more 
shares of stock were added, i^me of the abares of 
stock have been sold and the Interest on some of 
the bonds has been collected and the proceeds ap­ 
plied to the payment of the last named loan, 
and there is now due thereon |l08,7ii 84, 
with interest from ootober 
4, 1873. 
on 
the 17th ol September, 1873, a farther loan 
was made of $76,000, payable on demand, with 
simple interest, on a pledge and hypothecation, as 
collateral security, of oeruin other snares of 
stock, on the 18th ef September. 187», more shares 
of stock were added. Some of the shares of stock 
have been sold and the proceeds appued towards 
the payment of the last-named lean, and there Is 
now due thereon $40,638, with interest Irom Sep­ 
tember 30,1878. All the said securtues. except the 
shares 01 stock so deposited on the isth of Septem* 
bcr, 1873, were deposited simultaneously with the 
making of the loans. To further secnre said loans 
and to cover auy deficiency there might be on either 
01 them, altor applying thereto the specific secnrl- 
ties on which It was made and speotolly relating 
to it, the borrowers, on or aoont the I8th of Septem- 
oer, 1873, deposited with and hypothecated to the 
leaders certain ether shares ol stock and certain 
other bonds, and on the 10th of September, 1873, 
made a further pledge and hypothecation to and 
deposit with the lemiors of certain other bonds. 
The secnrtties not so sold are still held by the 
lenders. Each of the loans was made payable on 
demand and under an understanding and agree­ 
ment between the lenders and the borrowers that, 
in ease of any default in pkylng the same on de­ 
mand, the lenders wight tiatuedlately reimburse 


themselves to the amount due to them thereon by 
a Bffle of tUe collaterals given to aecure it. On the 
^ih r Keptember, 1873, the lenders demanded 
from the borrowers the payment 01 the amounu 
due on all of the loans, but uone of them were paid. 
A petition is now presented to this Court by 
Blake Brothers ft Co., setting forth the above facts, 
and further stating that they did not, at the time 
Of the taking place of any of the loregoiug transac­ 
tions, know or suspect or believe, and have net 
been Informed, that the borrowing firm or either 
Of Its members wore or was insolvent or in con­ 
templation of insolvency, or that bankruptcy pro­ 
ceedings were contemplated, or could property be 
had by or against them: that they, durtng all of 
said times, and especially wnen the loans were 
negotiated, were in good standing and credit; 
that the petitieners supposed, and had good 
reason to suppose, that they were entirely 
solvent and Iree from embarrassment; that the 
first meeting of the creditors will not be held until 
the 14th of November, 1873; that the petlUouers 
have duly proved the said Indebteduess, as a debt 
with security, as above described, against the 
estate of the bankrupu; and that they desire to 
seU the said securities, or so many of them as may 
be necessary for such purpose, and reimburse 
themselves therefrom for the amount ot said 
ludebtedness, aud desire that the value of said 
securities may be ascertained by a sale to be made 
in such manner as this Court may direct. The peti­ 
tioners pray that an order be made by this Court 
authorizing and empowering them to sell the said 
SBcurlUes, or so many and such parts of them as 
may be necessary to be sold, in order to reimburse 
themselves the amount due to them on a count of 
said loans, and to make such sales at public auction 
in the city of New York, alter inrce days’ notice of 
the time and place by pubUcatlon thereoi in such 
newspapers in the city as the Court may designate 
for chat purpose, and after such other notice 
thereof and in such manner in other respects as 
the Court may direct. Notice of the presenting of 
the petition and of a motion for the order prayed 
for was serveu on the attorney lor the bankrupts. 
They did not appear on the motion. The first 
meeting of creditors not having been held no 
or**^écted*^ bankruptcy has as yet been appointed 
This is an application to the Court to direct a 
sale ol the property, so as to ascertain its value, as 
between the pledgees oi it and the estate of the 
baukrupts, in order to arrive at a basis of deter- 
miulng whether the pledgees will remain creditors 
Of the estate alter deducting such value irom their 
debt, or whether sush value will pay the debt and 
leave a surplns for the estate. 
After writing at considerable length npon the 
subject the Judge winds up by statlug that an 
order may be entered that the petitioners may, 
notwithstanding the pendency 01 these proceedings, 
sell in any manner authorized by the terms 
of their contracto with the bankrupts, and by the 
laws of the State of New York, all ihe slocks and 
bonds remaining in their bands meulioned m their 
petition, and may use and dispose of the proceeds 
of the stocks aud bonds so sold as if they were 
their own, subject, however, to, aud reserving the 
right aud power ol this Court to ascertain and 
liquidate tbe Hens and specific claims ot the peti­ 
tioners on said securities or the proceeds thereof, 
aud to marshal aud dispose 01 such proceeds; but 
the order must provide that it is not to be con­ 
strued as a direction or as anecttng any of the 
rights of any assignee in bankruptcy herein, and 
that It is made on condition that the petitioners 
file in this Court within two davs after the luture 
sale of any of said securities a sworn statement of 
irs of such sale, 
aoaie lor the peUtioners.

Before Judge Sutherland. 
The first case which AssUtant District Attorney 
Russell presented to the Jury yesterday was a 
charge of felonious assault preferred against 
Thomas Conroy, by Officer Charles Hughes, of tbe 
Twenty-first precinct, on Sunday, the 19th of Octo­ 
ber, It appeared from the evidence that the officer 
was called to arrest a man named McCabe, who 
had assaulted Henry .Montz. the keeper ot a lager 
beer saloon in East Thirty-fourth streot, and that 
while conveying him to the station house he was 
followed by a crowd and beaten on the head with 
the officer’s club. Tne Jury rendered a verdict of 
assault and battery, and tne Judge sentenced him 
to the Penitentiary for one year. 
A Cashier of a B roadw ay store Sent to 
the State Prison for Larceny. 
John J. Boyle, a young man of respectable con­ 
nections, was tried and convicted of stealing $861 
from Orelg A Wilson, No. 771 Broadway, for 
whom he acted as cashier. Boyle entered their 
employ on the 10th of December, 1872, and left upon 
the 26th of February. It was discovered that he 
had abstracted the above-named amonnt Irom the 
cash box, and lelt without giving any notice. He 
was arrested in this city two weeks ago, and In a 
conversation with one of the clerks admitted that 
he stole $400. Witnesses were called to prove the 
good character of the youth, omong whom was Mr. 
Peyton, a merchant In the Bowery, who said he 
discbarged Boyle because he believed be was dis­ 
honest. The Jury rendered a verdict of gulliv, and 
Judge Sutherland seuteuced him to the State 
Prison for three years.

Mary. T refber’s Breucb at P rom ise S u it— 
W RllAtng In th e PnrM . 
An Interesting suit lor breach of promise of mar­ 
riage, in which the plaintiff claims $20,000 dam­ 
ages for her alleged wrongs, came up in the City 
Court, special term, before Judge Neilson. Coun­ 
sellor Keady appeared lor the plaintiff. Miss Mary 
Treiber, aud on his motion Mr. Frederick 'T. 
ITciber was appointed guardian od litem for the 
purpose of prosecuting the suit. Both parties 
are respecUbly connected, and reside in tbe 
Eastern District of Brooklyn. Mr. Henry Grof, the 
deiendant, is engaged in business witn hu father, 
and, as alleged, entered into a contract ol marriage 
with the plaintiff in the month 01 July last, which 
contract he now refuses to fulfil. The summons 
and complaint were served on him by a deputy 
sheriff a lew days ago, and the young man is now 
entangled m tue mesi.es of the law. The plaintiff 
Is a little over twenty years ol age and aoeks a 
marriage with the deiendant. 
The complaint in this case set forth that the offer 
of marriage was made during a visit of the couple 
to Prospect Park last July, and that the offer was 
then aud there accepted. Alter this the defendant 
continued his attention to Miss Treiber, visited 
her at her house, gave her money to buy anengage- 
meut ring aud a “sparking" ring and took her out 
to various places ol public resort. Furthermore, 
the engagement was made known to different 
parties. 
The defence is a general denial. 
Bertiia Steinfeld’s Breacb o f 
Promise 
Suit—An iDiportnnt Decision. 
Some time since Miss Bertha Stelnfeld brought 
suit against Herman Levi lor alleged breach of 
promise of marriage, and was awarded a verdict 
of $7,885. A motion was subsequently made for a 
new trial. Yesterday Judge Neilson rendered a 
decision granting a new trial, and in his opinion 
considered tbe maia points in this somewhat re­ 
markable case. 
in the course of the opinion tbe Judge said :- 
“i'he pleader in drawing the complaint seems to 
have been awiwe that in counting upon a contract 
a consideration for the promise should be alleged, 
but not that a general averment of mutual promwes 
was requisite and sufficienc, or that tue particular 
consideration stated must be meritorious. He 
proceeds therefore without that restraint which a 
knowledge of general princlides would have im­ 
posed, aud charges the deiendant with having 
made a proposal and promise 01 marriage in con­ 
sideration of Illicit intercourse. The entire cou- 
sideratiou lor the engagement is thus stated in the 
complaint, it Is hardly necessary to state that a 
contract thus grossly immoral would not support the 
action. (1 Story Con., sectious 467, 4 '0. 641; 2 Bars., 
Con., 6th ed., p. 68.) This objection raised, re­ 
pealed and urged in the trial, was overruled and 
exeepiious taken. The learned presiding Judge 
anplled the rule that where a contract is founded 
on two considerations, one of which is merely void, 
but not vicious, and the other good, the contract 
is binding to the extent of the good consideration. 
He ruled that ■!(, in fact, muiually concurrent 
promises to marry were a part ol the considera­ 
tion, the plaiutiir could recover.’ It does not 
seem to have occurred to him that such a rule 
would tend to legalize contracts for prostitution, 
or that the principle in view Is never appUed to an 
argument tainted with liumorality. Courts of jus­ 
tice will not aid the Illicit or corrupt arraugemenc, 
or sift out one part of it to save the other part. 
Where one part of tbe consideration Is valid and 
tne other maiwm inae the lailure is entire. Tne 
maxim ex turpi contractu non orituractia applies." 
After referring to the failure of an amendment 
made to the complaint to disturb the immoral 
character of the arrangement. Judge Neilson pro­ 
ceeded to discuss tne other objection to a recovery, 
whicii was as to tbe breach 01 the contract by the 
dofendaut. The Judge said :—“The parlies did not 
meet nor hold any correspondence forsome monins 
prior to the action. Thcro was no request or re- 
insal to marry by either party. The defeadant 
was absent from the city a portion of the time, 
but wbUe here could have been put in deiaulc by 
request or notice, could have been louhd lor that 
purpose as readily as he was when the summons 
was personally served. 1 think the instructions 
given to tne Jury in connection witn tbis question 
may have been mlaapprehended by them. A new 
trial must be granted. But that wlU be fruitless 
to the plaintiff unless tne complaint can be re­ 
formed and the objectionable matter expunged or 
properly placed. 
If the mutual promises 
prior to aud separate 
from tne immoral 
features of tbe transaction can be averred 
these features might be retained and tbe 
complaint be good. B it as this pleading 
now stauds it would not appear by the Judgment 
roll that the plaintiff was entitled to recover; 
such a record would be unfit to go upon the flies of 
the Court. From the finding of the Jury It appears 
that the plaintiff has been most cruelly abused, 
aud with bcr child abauduuea by tne deiendant. 
In their view, with whlcb, fi om the reading ol the 
testimony, I concur, the defendant de.nerveu con- 
derauaiion and punishment. 1 therefore interfere 
with the verdict with pain and relucUnce.”

WASniNGToy, Nov. 7,1873. 
No. 74. .Steamship E. B. Souder vs. Pritchard, 
and No. 75, Same vs. Beatty et al— Appeals from the 
Clrcntt Court for the Eastern District of New Yorx.— 
The steamer while on a voyage from Rio Janeiro to 
New York, in June. 1365, lost her screw, and was 
compelled to put into the port of Maranbara, 
Brazil, where she obtained repairs to enable her to 
complete the voyage. The question is whether 
the funds which were advanced by Pritchard, 
Beatty and others to pay for the repairs 
were advanced on the credit of the ship 
or the personal credit of tne owners. The 
(»nrt below found that it was on the credit 
of the ship, and tbe decree was lor the libellants, 
and for gold. It is here insisted that there were 
no circumstances tending to show that the credit 
of the vptosel was relied upon, and that in any case 
tne decree shonld have been simply lor the amount 
flue in such currency as the law provided, and 
could not properly be enforced tn gold. It is also 
said that before the llbellanto attempted to enforce 
their claim the vessel had beou sold and this lien 
was losu C Donohue for appellants; W. W. Good­ 
rich for Pritchard, and C. Van Stanvoord for 
Beatty ot al. 
No. 76. Philip and Solomons N. Nack.—F.rror to 
the Supreme Court of tbe District of Columbia.— 
Nack sued tne plaintiflls in error for infrlugcment 
of nu patent for an inkstand binge. The defence 
was no infiingement; that tbe patent was ob­ 
tained by false suggesuons; that mere waa no 
patentable invention described tu Nack's specifica­ 
tions and claim, and that the extension of tbe 
patent was obtained illegally and frandnlently.

TRIAL OF THE DETECTIVES.

Costa and Mr. 
JudflOB Jarwle—The Cnstom House Om- 
eor and Or. Mooher on tbe Stand. 
Tbe trial of Captain Irving and DetecUve Parley, 
which was adjonrned on Thursday last, was con­ 
tinued at Polloe Headquarters yesterday. 
Mr. Da CosU was the first witness put on the 
stand. He prodnced tne affldavlta of Detectives 
Fariey and Irving stating that they had not taken 
any property from McDonnelL Tbe affldavtts 
were pat in as evidence. 
Mr. Pierrepont then proposed to read the order 
of George McDconnell to Captain Irving and Oe- 
teciive Farley, to deliver money, ftc., alleged to 
have been received by them from him. Mr. Hall 
objected to reading anything from George Mac- 
McDonnell or any one else, dated London or any 
place eue. He added that, whUe Mr. Da Costa 
waa a respectable lawyer, it would be establlshmg 
a very bad precedent In the case of other police­ 
men who may be brought to trial, where their 
opposing lawyers might be leas conscientious, and 
might offer a forged letter purportlug to be written 
by some person charging him with something, and 
which tbe Commissioners would be bound to re­ 
ceive as evidence. 
commissioner Gardner said that the letter was 
ruled out, U being irrelevant. Mr. Pierrepont 
noted an exception to the ruling. 
Mr. Da Costa then went on to state that at the 
time Irving and Farley cailed at his offlce he asked 
them for certain property which was claimed to 
have been taken frpm George McDonnell, and 
which be named over, all of which was published 
on tbe day of the previous trial. Mr. Da Costa 
told the officers that he was informed that $6,000 
of the bonds had already been sold, and asked 
that the rest be given up to him. Captain Irving 
denied navlug any property in hLs possession be­ 
longing to trie Bank of England or George McDou- 
nelL Parley also denied having any of the prop­ 
erty named. 
Mr. WiUiasB J. Dealy, the manager of the Western 
Union Telegraph compauv’s Cable Department, 
was called and examined yesterday regarding a 
telegraphic commuuication alleged to have been 
sent from McDonnell to captain Irving. Mr. Hall 
Objected on the ground that it was the rule of law 
to first prove that they had been written by a per­ 
son, and then to prove its receipt. The objection 
was uoi answered, but lelt over for argument 
when all the Commissioners were present. Alter 
stating in wnat manner copies of 'elcgrams were 
was ex msed^ 
Telegraph Company, Mr. Dealy 
Mr. John E.‘Kennedy, Chief'Clerk tn the United 
States Marshals’ Offlce, was next called, and 
proved the fact that “The” AUen applied lor 
permission to arrest McDonnell. Nothing new 
was elicited, captain Irving and Mr. Farley, he 
said, had also asked him for permfssion to arrest 
the iorger. 
Daniel G. CiUott, a Post Offlce clerk, was next 
called, but bis evidence was held over an the same 
grounds as that of Mr. Dealy, ol the telegraph 
offlce. 
William Pinkerton, the private detective, was 
sworn:—lie said Ue had been sent to Havana to 
look after Bldwell, who, he believed, was a partner 
ol McDonnell the lorger; when he arrived in Ha­ 
vana he found “his man” In Police Headquarters 
and captured some of his efiecta, which contained, 
among other things, letters addressed to nla wife 
and to Captain Irving. (The letters produced and 
left In charge ot the Commtssioners.) 
Counsel lor the accused objected to the letters 
being submitted as evidence. 
J. U. story, a well-dressed C'ustom House officer, 
next testified that he bad been detailed to go 
down tbe Bay and watch for the steamer on which 
McDonnell was expected; when I went on board 
tne steamer tbe captain told me that McDunuoll 
bad given a handsome diamond ring to a young 
lady in the second cabin, and 1 aiterwards learned 
that she had given it back to him; 1 saw a diamond 
ring on McDonnell’s finger when I went on board 
the steamer, but when 1 examined his effects on the 
police boat I did not notice the ring on Ins finger; 
Mr. Parley and McDonnell want into a stateroom 
together lor a short tunej do not know bow long 
he stayed mere; when I examined McDonnell’s 
effects 1 did not see any bouds or other United 
States securities; In bis pocketbook there were 
six diamonds—one of tbem nearly as large as my 
tuumb uaii: be also had two watches and a bag of 
sovereigns: don’t know whether McDonnell was 
left in a stateroom on board tne police boat alone 
or not; there wa.s a regular Custom House officer 
to search McDonnell ami others on board; I was 
detailed lor the special duty ot aceompanymg 
the pohce officers on a special mission. 
Mr. Judson Jarvis. Order ol Arrest Clerk of the 
SherifTs offlce, was next called; he said he had un 
attachment t« serve on the property oi'McDonneU 
for tne amount of $490.000 in gold, aud tu periorm 
this duty be waited 10 go on board the steamer; 1 
went down the nay and waited two days for the ar­ 
rival 01 the steamer; on tbe morning ot tne 20th 
of March 1 was awakened by the noise Captain 
Irving made in dressing himself, he and I being to 
tbe same room 00 board tbe police boat; when I 
got np 1 signified my luteutlon of going on board 
the steamer; Captain Irving said 1 had better re­ 
main on board the Seneca until he made the 
arrest, and then he would signal me to come and 
attach the preperty; I told him I would go and 
make the arrest and attach the property at the 
same time; I told Dr. Mosher that 1 was a deputy 
sheriff and wanted to go on board; on that same 
morning 1 went on the Health boat, and when she 
steamed alongside the Thuringia Dr. Mosher, Mr. 
Farley, Mr. Irving and the custom Hou.se offlcers 
went on board, and when I attempted to get on 
board 1 was prevented by Dr. Mosher, who stood 
on the gangway and said to the mao on the boat, 
“Don’t let any one else come up here; there are loo 
many here alreadyfinally 1 got ou board tbe boat 
and attached McDonnell’s property; when I got 
on board the steamer Irving seemed aii.vious lor 
me to go and see tbe lady to whom McDonnell bad 
given the ring; I did not go, because I thought It 
was a “job” to keep me away from McDonnell; I 
gave McDonnell back his stick, at tbe earnest solic- 
ItattoB of either Mr. Farley or Mr. Irving. 
Dr. Mosher was the last witness examined. His 
testimony was unimportant only inasmuch as he 
flatly denied all that Mr. Jsrvis said lu reference to 
ois Having told him that he was a SberllTs odicer.

STEin BOILER TESTS. 


The Boiler Experim ents bjr the Govern­ 
ment Commission nt Snndy Hook Yes- 
terdny—Fnllnre o f the Expected Dem­ 
onstration—Tw o Boilers R nptnred. 
There was a very large attendance of gentlemen 
interested in steam boiler tests, at the govern­ 
ment gtounda at Sandy Hook yesterday, including 
the Chief Engineer of ihe navy, Mr. Lorlng, and his 
Assistant, Mr. Aston. Tbe Commissioners present 
were General smith, Captains Low, Copeland and 
Robinson. Two tests were made yesterday, one on 
an upright tubular boiler, tested for superheat 
at 750 degrees, as shown by the pyrometer, and a 
pressure of 60 pounds. This resulted In the collapse 
of a flue or tube. This boiler had been tested by a 
bTdrostatlc pressnre at 183 pounds. Tbe nature of 
the experiment was a test of the theory of a 
sudden evaporation of steam, by 
heated 
plates and low water, tne resnlt showing that 
the boiler waa saved under these couaitlona 
by a rupture. The other boiler was known as a 
lobster back boiler, used in tbe Christina, North 
River boat, about eight years ago, and weighed 
about twenty-five tons. At a pressure or seventy 
pounds, tbe seam, which had been repaired by a 
“soit paten,” was ruptured on the upper side of 
the shelL The experiment demonstrated that by a 
gradual pressnre there would be a rupture at tbe 
weakest point, and, as in tbe former experiment, 
tbe boiler would be saved from explosion by tbe 
collapse. There was some disappointment felt and 
expressed by tnose who went out to see a display 
of “flrewerks” taat there was no ascension of 
fragments of the large boiler; bat the Commission 
waa well satisfied with tbe result, inasmuch as 
they obtained material from tbe experimento for 
the formation of a judgment tn reierence to boiler 
expansión that is regarded very nsefuU It was 
concede«l by tbe Commission that the invitation to 
witness the demonstration was a little too prema­ 
ture and the consequence was that mnch delay 
was necesaaslly occasioned by It and tbe time and 
patience of tbe visitors was rather too severely 
taxed. The Commission will meet at Pittsburg on 
the 18th. Yesterday the weather was very nn- 
propltlous. Shortly after noon the heavens were 
overcast and a storm aet tn whlcn continued nntu 
midnight. The party had a rough return voyage 
on board the Alexis, but lusttce waa done to a snl>- 
Btantlai supper which the Commtaaiun provided 
for tbelr guests. 
AK ALDEBMAH’8 BBOTHEB KILLED.

ngere which prevails among people of Wester» 
tions. It would not be a crime for a man, espe­ 
cially a governoieni official, to open a letter ad­ 
dressed to auother perscn.

It la 
claimed that as long as the British and Untte» 
8tates governments are paying large subsidies tm
